Roosevelt, who, when the Republi- 
cans' steam-rollered 
him in 1912, 


i led the Bull Moose split which

•:'—just as was the case with Robert 
M. LaFollette, Sr., some years 
later. 
Americans don't yield an inch 


of protest rights within the frame- 
work of their 
two-party system, 


but they recognize what Europeans 
seem to have forgotten — that 
merely organizing additional politi- 
cal parties is no substitute for the 
discipline and hard work which 
good government requires. 
We 


have our disagreements, but few 
Americans lose sight of the 
fact 


that sooner or later the two-party 
system irons out injustices to the 
satisfaction of the majority.
